work with their characteristic energy 
tearing down the old rookeries at 
the foot of Broadway, replacing Jhe 
old wharf with substantial ferry slips 
and dredging out the mud bank di- 
rectly in front of the wharf.

As re- 
ported from that Committee this 
afternoon it is as follows: A verbal 
amendment is made in section 2 
which requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue silver coins of the 
denomination of 10, 20, 25 and 50 
cents, of st«ndard value, in redemp- 
tion of the full amount of outstand- 
ing fractional currency a» rapidly as 
it may be presented for redemption. 
The third and last sections are as 
follow*: 


Section 3. That there shall be 


coined at the .Mint of the United 
States a eil-ser doller of the weight 
of 4/a and 8-10th grains troy of 
•ta&dard silver, the emblem*, de- 
vice* and inscriptions on which ihall 
confonr to those prescribed by law 
tat gold and silver coin* of the Unit- 
ed States, with such modifications 
thereof as may be necessary to ren- 
der the sti'l dollar readily distin- 
guishable from the trade-dollar, and 
in the coinage and delivery thereof 
the aame divisions of standard weight 
and fincnes* shall be allowed as are 
tv law prescribed for the trade-dol- 
lar, and said dollar herein author- 
ized shall be a legal tender at its 
nominal value for an amount not ex- 
ceeding $20 in any one payment, ex- 
cepting for customs and interest on 
the public debt, and the trade-dollar 
shall not herealter be a legal tender 


Section 4. Thot the Secretary ot 


the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
issue the silver dollars herein author- 
ized for an equal amount ot' Unitec 
Slates notea, which shall be retiree 
and canceled and not be again re- 
placed by other notes, and he is 
authorized to exchange such silver 
coin at its nominal value and bullion 
at its market value to be ascertained 
and announced from time to time by 
the Director of the Mint, -with thf 
approval of the Secretary of th 
Treasury, and United States notes 
and fractional currency xedeeme: 
under this Act shall be held to be 
part of the Sinking Fond provide 
lor by the existing law.
